FIRST  DAY. 

Havana,  Cuba,  June  8,  1910. 

The  Fifth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Missionary  District  of 

Cuba  assembled  in  Holy  Trinity  Cathedral  for  Divine  Service, 

at  9:30  a.  m.  on  June  8th.,  1910.  At  this  service  the  Rev.  Guv

Henry  Frazer,  deacon,  was  advanced  to  the  priesthood,  and 
Mr.  Simon  Evangelista  Carreras  was  ordered  deacon.  The  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  C.  AY.  Frazer. 

Immediately  at  the  conclusion  of  the  service  the  Bishop 
took  the  chair  and  called  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates  to  order 
for  organization.  The  Secretary  of  the  last  convocation  called 
the  roll  of  the  clergy  as  follows:

p.  m.  to  such  hour  as  may  be  convenient.  The  hour  of  eleven 
being  long  past,  the  Convocation  took  a  recess  until  4  :00  p.  m. 

4:00  p.  m.  The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address  in  English, 
after  which  the  Assistant  Secretary  read  the  Address  in  Spanish. 
On  motion,  the  Bishop’s  suggestion,  to  omit  the  reading  of  the 
extended  diary  of  his  official  acts,  was  accepted,  and  the  Address 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 
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The  list  of  the  committees  required  by  the  rules  of  order,  as 
appointed  by  the  President,  was  read  by  the  Secretary  as 
follows ;

The  Rev.  Mr.  Steel  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Sunday  Schools,  which  was  received  and  the  appended 
resolution  adopted.  The  report  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

To  the  Fifth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  District  of  Cuba ; 

0 

In  presenting  this  report  your  committee  would  have  you 
note  that  it  is  for  one  year  only.  That  presented  at  the  last 
Convocation  was  for  a  period  of  seventeen  months.  This  fact 
should  he  carefully  taken  into  account  in  making  comparisons 
beween  the  amount  of  work  accomplished  in  the  two  periods,  and 
the  condition  of  the  Church  in  Cuba  at  the  time  of  the  last 
report  and  at  the  present  time. 

The  note  of  progress  han  been  sounded  and  the  line  is  on 
the  move.  Possibly  it  is  not  a  charge,  nor  even  a  double  quick 
but  there  is  a  steady  step  and  a  distinct  advance. 

The  census  made  for  the  year  last  past  shows  the  following:

The  record  shows  an  average  attendance  of  475. 

Pupils  classified  as  to  their  ages. 

Under  6, — 207;  from  6  to  10, — 425;  from  10  to  15, — 229; 

above  15, — 124. 

During  the  past  year  one  school  has  been  discontinued,  owing 
to  the  removal  of  practically  all  of  the  pupils  of  Sunday 1 
School  age. 

Last  year  only  one  half  of  all  the  missions  had  Sundav 
Schools ;  this  year  21  out  of  a  total  of  40  missions  in  the  District  * 
have  them;  only  19  being  without  a  school. 

Last  year  there  was  an  average  of  about  19  pupils  to  each 
teacher  in  the  Spanish  missions,  and  about  11  pupils  to  each 
teacher  in  the  English  schools.  This  year  the  average  is  21 
to  each  teacher  in  the  Spanish  schools,  and  6  pupils  to  each 
teacher  in  the  English  schools.  Experience  has  shown  that  this 
latter  average  of  6  pupils  to  one  teacher  is  about  right,  for  with 
a  larger  number  of  pupils,  the  individual  child  receives  less 
personal  attention,  and  discipline  is  more  difficult. 

Last  year  the  amount  of  offerings  reported  was  only  $167.92 
for  the  17  months;  this  year  for  the  twelve  months  the  amount 
is  $267.22;  a  decided  gain. 


MANUALS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

We  are  rejoiced  to  say  that  we  now  have  at  last  a  good  Manual 
of  Instruction  translated  into  Spanish  for  use  in  the  schools 
of  the  District,  besides  several  others  that  have  been  prepared 
privately.  We  refer  to  the  Manual  of  Christian  Doctrine,  by 
the  Rev.  Walker  Gwynne,  a  priest  of  the  Church  in  the  United 
States;  a  book  which  is  used  almost  universally  in  that  country. 


It  is  evident  then  that  onr  workers  are  waking  up  to  the 
tremendous  importance  of  the  Sunday  School  as  a  means  of 
starting  aright  the  tender  minds  of  the  little  children  of  the 
Church  and  preparing  them  for  confirmation,  and  for  the  great 
duties  of  Christian  citizenship.  “Give  me  the  first  ten  years  of  a 
child’s  life,  and  the  remainder  will  take  care  of  itself”  is  indeed 
a  profoundly  true  saying,  fit  to  be  framed  in  gold.  It  is  indeed 
here  in  the  Sunday  School,  the  nursery,  of  the  Church’s  family, 
as  in  the  natural  family,  that  the  hope  of  the  nation  lies. 
“Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go:  and  when  he  is  old, 
he  will  not  depart  from  it”. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  respectfully  urge  upon  all 
the  workers  in  this  field,  so  ripe  for  harvest,  that  they  devote 
themselves  most  earnestly  to  this,  the  most  important  part  of 
all  their  work,  that  they  select  most  carefully  the  teachers  for 
the  school,  and  train  them  personally  for  their  work ;  and  that 
the  clergyman  himself,  if  possible,  be  in  all  cases  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  his  Sunday  School. 

In  accordance  with  Canon  30  of  the  Canons  of  this  District 
we  have  arranged  for  a  meeting,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Convocation,  at  which  papers  on  Sunday  School  interests  will 
be  read,  and  an  opportunity  for  discussion  afforded.

Resolved,  that  the  session  of  this  Convocation  tonight,  at 
8  :30,  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  discussion  of  Sunday  School 
interests  in  general,  and  of  this  report  in  particular. 

During  the  discussion  of  the  resolution  appended  to  this 
report,  the  hour  of  six  having  arrived,  on  motion  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Diaz,  the  session  was  extended  until  the  question  was  decided 
as  before  indicated.  The  Convocation  then  took  a  recess  until 
8  :30  p.  m. 

At  8 :30  p.  m.  the  Convocation  reassembled,  the  Bishop 
presiding.  The  order  of  the  hour  being  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Sunday  Schools,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Moreno  read  the 
report  in  Spanish,  it  having  been  read  in  English  at  the  after¬ 
noon  session.  The  Committee  announced  that,  under  the  res¬ 
olution  appended  to  its  report,  it  had  invited  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lopez- 
Guillen  to  address  the  Convocation  on  the  subject  of  “The 
nature,  essentials  and  elements  of  Sunday  School  Teaching”, 
and  the  Rev.  Air.  Ackley  to  present  the  subject  of  “The  Prep¬ 
aration,  Teaching  and  Review  of  the  Lesson”.  On  motion  of 
Mr.  Ackley  those  invited  to  read  papers  were  limited  to  fifteen 
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minutes,  and  volunteer  speakers  discusing  the  subjects  to  five 
minutes  each. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Lopez-Guillen  then  read  an  interesting  paper 
on  the  subject  assigned  to  him,  which  was  discussed  by  the  Rev. 
Messers.  C.  W.  Frazer,  Moreno,  Colmore,  Planas,  Diaz,  and 
Tuzzio,  and  Mr.  E.  G.  Harris. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ackley  then  read  a  highly  practical  paper  on 
the  “Preparation,  Teaching  and  Review  of  the  Sunday  School 
Lesson".  The  Rev.  C.  W.  Frazer  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Steel  spoke 
on  the  same  subject.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Tuzzio  then  addressed  the 
Convocation  on  the  “  Preparation  of  the  teacher  for  the  Sunday 
School’’,  and  the  discussion  of  the  subject  was  continued  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Planas  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lopez-Guillen.  Mr.  Lopez- 
Guillen  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Cuba 
be  respectfully  requested  to  appoint  a  Standing  Committee 
which  may  put  itself  in  correspondence  with  all  the  Missionary 
Districts  of  the  Church  and  may  pursue  its  purpose  until  there 
may  be  placed  in  our  hands  an  adequate  periodical  similar  to 
the  American  Church  Sunday  School  Magazine,  and  until  the 
illustrated  Leaflets  may  be  at  the  disposition  of  our  pupils. 

The  Resolution  was  adopted  and  the  Bishop  appointed  on  the 
Committee  requested,  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Lopez-Guillen  and  Mr.  Al¬ 
bert  Wright. 

Mr.  E.  G.  Harris  presented  the  following  resolution  which 
was  adopted :  Resolved,  that  a  commission  be  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  and  make  such  translations  suitable  for  our  Sunday 
School  work  as  shall  be  ordered  by  competent  authority. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Steel  the  Convocation  took  a 
recess  until  8  :30  a.  m.  Thursday. 


SECOND  DAY. 


June  9th.,  1910 

The  Convocation  was  called  to  order  at  8 :30  a.  m.  by  the 
Bishop.  After  the  usual  devotions,  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
day’s  sessions  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Fnfinished  Business  presented  its  report 
as  follows: 

Your  committee  submits  the  following  report ;  I.  That  on 
page  11  of  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convocation  it  appears  that 
it  was  resolved  “That  a  Spanish  Publication  Society  be  estab¬ 
lished,  etc.  ”  No  report  has  been  made  on  this  matter.  II.  That 
it  appears  on  page  30  of  the  same  Journal  that  it  was  resolved 
“That  a  committee  of  three  laymen  be  appointed  to  supplement 
the  efforts  of  the  clergy  of  this  missionary  district  to  secure 


regular  systematic  contributions  in  every  locality  blessed  by 
the  ministrations  of  the  Church  ’  ’ ;  which  committee  has  not  yet 
reported.  III.  That  on  page  32  of  the  same  Journal  it  appears 
that  it  was  resolved  “That  a  Church  paper  be  established:” 
and  no  report  has  yet  been  made  of  its  establishment..  TV.  On 
pages  74  to  76  of  the  same  Journal  are  found  the  proposed 
changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  regarding  the  election 
of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  Suffragan  bishops  and  the  proposed 
preamble.  V.  That  the  election  of  deputies  to  represent  this 
District  in  th,e  General  Convention  has  not  yet  been  held.

The  R  ev.  Mr.  Ackley  moved  that  “we  proceed  to  the  consid¬ 
eration  of  the  unfinished  business  in  the  order  given  in  the 
report  of  the  committee.”  The  motion  was  carried. 

The  Bishop  made  a  verbal  report  in  reference  to  the  matter 
of  a  Church  paper,  “that  he  had  not  seen  it  possible  to  establish 
such  a  paper.” 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Steel  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted ;  Resolved,  that  this  Convocation  is  in  favor  of  the 
Preamble  proposed  to  be  prefixed  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Church  in  the  United  States.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Steel  also  offered, 
seriatim,  the  following  resolutions  which  were  adopted :  Re¬ 
solved,  that  this  Convocation  is  in  favor  of  the  proposed  change 
in  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  Sec.  3,  Art.  I, 
with  reference  to  the  election  of  the  Presiding  Bishop.  Resolved, 
that  this  Convocation  is  not  in  favor  of  the  proposed  change 
in  Art  II,  with  reference  to  the  election  of  suffragan  bishops. 
Resolved,  that  this  Convocation  is  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
change  in  Art.  9,  with  reference  to  the  provision  by  canon  for 
the  trial  of  a  Presbyter  or  Deacon  in  the  Diocese  or  Missionary 
District  in  which  the  offence  is  alleged  to  have  been  committed. 
Resolved,  that  this  Convocation  is  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
change  in  Art.  X,  with  reference  to  possible  alterations  in 
editions  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  in  foreign  languages, 
for  the  purpose  of  adapting  it  to  local  conditions. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  its  report  through  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Sharpe.  The  report  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

Your  committee  respectfully  presents  the  following  report : 

That  we  have  now  in  this  Missionary  District  fifteen  Church 
schools.  Some  of  these  are  entirely  self-supporting,  and  the  others 
have  attained  to  a  certain  measure  of  self-support.  An  effort 
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is  being  made,  under  the  guidance  of  an  experienced  teacher, 
to  have  the  same  high  grade  of  teaching  in  all  these  schools, 
which  will  add  much  to  the  future  influence  and  power  of  the 
Church  in  Cuba. 

During  the  past  year,  five  theological  students  have  received 
their  entire  support  from  an  appropriation  made  for  this  purpose 
by  the  Board  of  Missions  in  New  York.  Men  who  feel  called  of 
God  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  His 
Church,  and  who  receive  financial  help  to  enable  them  to  devote 
their  whole  time  to  their  studies,  should  not  fail,  after  their 
ordination,  to  remember  always  with  gratitude,  the  aid  so  gener¬ 
ously  given  them. 

Tt  may  be  thought  to  be  within  the  scope  of  your  committee 
to  emphasize  the  need  of  education.  In  these  days  we  have 
come  to  see  that  education  is  not  the  imparting  of  information 
but  the  development  of  life, — the  Christian  life.  This  educa¬ 
tion  is  to  be  begun  at  home.  Here  is  a  school  always  open, 
teaching  as  well  by  example  as  by  precept.  It’s  voice  is  never 
silent  through  childhood  and  youth,  and  is  not  hushed  among 
the  labors  and  trials  of  later  years.  Said  Bishop  Otev.  a  half 
a  century  ago,  ‘‘The  family  circle  is  the  nursery  for  Heaven. 
It  is  the  birth-place  of  man’s  character,  and  of  his  eternal 
destiny.”  This  education  begun  at  home,  is  to  be  continued  in 
the  school.

Now,  while. the  young  are  as  plastic  clay  in  the  hands  of  the 
potter,  shall  they  be  sent  to  schools  in  which  the  teachers  are 
not  God-fearing  men  and  women,  in  which  the  voice  of  prayer 
is  never  heard,  in  which  the  Word  of  God  is  never  read,  in  which 
sacred  music  is  not  practically  learned,  in  which  the  history 
of  Christianity  is  not  studied,  in  which  no  attempt  is  made  to 
continue  that  wise  training  of  the  moral  powers  which  has  been 
judiciously  commenced  at  home?  Is  it  not  the  glory  of  our 
Church  in  Cuba,  that  she  has  provided,  all  but  everywhere,  for 
her  own  children’s  tuition  in  “those  things  which  a  Christian 
ought  to  know  and  believe  to  his  soul’s  health”.  As  true 
Churchmen  we  must  never  admit  that  religion  can  be  rightly, 
or  safely,  divorced  from  education.  Education,  or.  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  Christian  life,  is  the  key  to  the  problem  in  our  social 
life,  in  our  Church  life,  for  the  whole  body,  laity  as  well  as 
clergy.  Shall  we  not  then  try  better  to  realize  our  respon¬ 
sibilities  as  Churchmen  and,  bearing  the  flag  of  the  holy  Cross, 
strive  to  turn  many  to  righteousness,  even  to  our  Lord  and 
Master  Jesus  Christ  ?

With  some  exceptions  I  have  to  thank  the  clergy  for  their 
promptness  in  forwarding  their,  informations  to  me,  thus 
rendering  possible  a  reasonable  sequence  in  the  order  in  which 
the  registrations  are  made  in  the  central  register.  I  call  atten- 
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tion  to  the  necessity  of  this  where  due  attention  has  not  been 
shown  to  the  subject. 

There  yet  remains  for  solution  the  problem  of  a  safe  and 
secure  place  to  keep  the  records  of  the  District  including  all 
the  documents  and  titles  of  the  Church  in  this  Missionary 
District.  As  we  have  no  danger  from  fire  in  the  Cathedral 
church  it  seems  to  me  most  imperative  and  very  practical  to 
buy  and  place  in  the  tower  office  an  iron  safe  of  light  but 
ample  dimensions  so  as  to  provide  such  a  place  for  the  protec¬ 
tion  and  care  of  all  valuable  papers  belonging  to  the  District. 
The  present  method  of  keeping  them  in  two  or  more  places, 
always  subject  to  loss  by  fire,  is  very  unwise.

The  hour  of  six  p.  m.  having  arrived  the  session  was  ex¬ 
tended  ten  minutes  by  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lopez-Guillen  in 
order  to  consider  a  resolution  which  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Planas  as  follows ;  Be  it  resolved  that  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convocation  send,  fifteen  days  before  the  date  appointed  by 
our  Canons  for  the  Special  Collections,  a  warning  to  the  mission¬ 
aries  in  order  to  awaken  the  interest  of  the  congregations ;  and 
that  these  funds  may  be  increased.  The  resolution  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ackley  the  session  was  again  ex¬ 
tended  and  the  elections  were  made  the  order  of  the  hour  for 
8.30  tonight. 

The  convocation  then  took  a  recess  until  8.30  p.  m.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sharpe  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  of  the 
Convocation  for  Mr.  E.  G.  Harris  for  Registrar,  and  by  like 
action  proposed  by  Mr.  Sharpe,  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Steel  was 
elected  Historiographer.

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shall  have  been  ordered  Deacon ;  also  recommendation  to  he 
admitted  to  Candidateship ; — all  of  which  recommendations 
were  granted.

The  tellers  for  the  Committee  on  Education  made  their  re¬ 
port,  and  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Sharpe,  the  Rev.  M.  F.  Moreno  and 
Mr.  Narcise  Monreal  were  declared  to  be  the  members  of  this 
committee. 

Nominations  for  the  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  were  made 
as  follows;  the  Rev.  Messers  C.  B.  Ackley,  W.  W.  Steel,  C.  E. 
Snavely,  C.  B.  Colmore  and  V.  A.  Tuzzio,  and  Mr.  E.  G.  Harris 
and  Mr.  Iribarren. 

Mr.  E.  G.  Harris  made  a  verbal  report  for  the  Committee  to 
prepare  forms  for  Parochial  Reports,  that  the  committee  had 
prepared  a  form  and  that  it  had  been  printed  in  both  the 
English  and  Spanish  languages,  and  had  been  sent  out  to  the 
clergy  of  the  District.  Mr.  Harris  also  presented  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PAROCHIAL  REPORTS.

The  tellers  on  the  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  reported  and 
the  Rev.  C.  B.  Ackley,  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Colmore,  Mr.  E.  G.  Harris 
and  Mr.  Iribarren  were  declared  elected  as  the  members  of  that 
committee. 

Nominations  for  Clerical  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention 
were  made  as  follows;  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Colmore,  the  Rev.  W.  W. 
Steel,  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Sharpe.  Mr.  Albert  Wright  and  Mr.  T  H. 
Harris  were  nominated  for  Lay  Deputy.  Mr.  G.  E.  Jenkins  and  the 
Rev.  G.  H.  Frazer  were  again  appointed  tellers.  On  the  first 
ballot  there  was  no  election,  and  a  second  ballot  was  ordered. 
When  the  tellers  reported  the  second  time,  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Col¬ 
more  was  found  to  have  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  and 
was  declared  elected  as  Clerical  Deputy,  but  there  was  no 
election  for  Lay  Deputy.  Mr.  E.  G.  Harris  moved  that  the 
Secretary  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Convocation  for  Mr.  Wright, 
which  motion  was  carried,  and  the  ballot  having  been  cast,  Mr. 
Albert  Wright  was  declared  elected  as  Lay  Deputy  to  the 
General  Convention. 

The  Convocation  then  took  a  recess  until  8  :30  a.  m.  Friday. 


THIRD  DAY. 

June  10,  1910. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Convocation  to  order  at  8:30  a.  m.  and 
hade  those  present  to  prayers.  The  Bishop  presiding,  the 
Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  day’s  sessions  in  English 
and  the  Assistant  Secretary  read  them  in  Spanish.  They  were 
approved  as  read. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Council  of  Advice,  as  follows; 
The  Rev.  W.  W.  Steel,  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Colmore,  the  Rev.  Fran¬ 
cisco  Diaz.  Mr.  T.  IT.  Harris,  Mr.  J.  J.  Warren,  Mr.  Emiliano 
Sanchez. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  Archdeacons: 

Havana;  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Steel:  Central  Cuba;  the  Rev.  C.  M. 
Sturges:  Oriente;  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Ackley. 

The  Rev.  M.  F.  Moreno  and  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Sharpe  were 
nominated  for  Alternate  Clerical  Deputy  to  the  General  Con- 
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vention.  Mr.  T.  II.  Harris  was  nominated  for  Alternate  Lay 
Deputy.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ackley  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mancebo  were 
appointed  tellers.  The  tellers  reported  and  Air.  T.  H.  Harris 
was  declared  elected  as  Alternate  Lay  Deputy  to  the  General 
Convention.  There  was  no  election  of  Alternate  Clerical 
Deputy  and  a  second  ballot  was  ordered. 

The  Rev.  G.  II.  Frazer  presented  the  following  resolution : 
Resolved,  that  it  be  made  known  to  the  General  Convention  that 
the  Convocation  of  the  Church  in  the  Missionary  District  of 
Cuba  believes  that  the  truth  of  Catholicism,  which  is  a  Christian 
heritage,  demands  that  the  word  “protestant”  be  not  used  in 
the  name  of  the  Church  in  Cuba,  nor  in  any  kind  of  official 
literature  of  the  Church  used  in  Cuba. 

The  tellers  reported  and  there  was  found  no  election  for 
Alternate  Clerical  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention,  and  a 
third  ballot  was  ordered. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Colmore,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
consideration  of  the  resolution  proposed  by  the  Rev.  G.  H. 
Frazer  be  postponed  until  after  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Assessments  shall  have  been  presented. 

The  tellers  reported,  and  the  Rev.  Andrew  Trowbridge  Sharpe 
was  declared  elected  as  Alternate  Clerical  Deputy  to  the  General 
Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Sharpe  proposed  the  following  resolution  which 
was  adopted :  Resolved,  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  District  be 
instructed  to  pay  the  Janitor  of  the  Cathedral  the  sum  of  $4.24 
in  Spanish  gold  for  the  work  to  which  he  has  been  put  by  the 
holding  of  this  Convocation. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Colmore  proposed  the  following  resolution  which 
was  adopted :  Resolved,  that  the  Bishop  be  requested  to 
authorize  a  form  in  Spanish  to  be  used  by  the  Missions  of  Cuba 
for  the  transfer  of  communicants. 

The  Rev.  J.  M.  Lopez-Guillen  presented  the  report  of  the 
Commission  on  the  Prayer  Book.  On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Steel  the  report  was  received  and  the  appended  resolutions  were 
adopted,  and  the  Secretary  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  the 
resolutions  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  The  report 
follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

The  Commission  on  the  Prayer  Book  respectfully  reports 
that,  after  careful  work,  it  finds  that  there  are  many  typo¬ 
graphical  errors,  errors  of  translation,  anachronisms  in  the 
citation  of  texts  from  the  Hohr  Scriptures,  language  of  double 
meaning,  etcetera,  in  the  Psalms,  Parables  and  Offices,  calculated 
to  destroy  devotion  and  to  cause  amusement  to  those  who  are 
attending  our  services  for  the  first  time,  not  to  speak  of  the 
malicious. 
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The  labor  of  making-  corrections  is  such  that  it  cannot  he 
carried  to  completion  hurriedly,  nor  while  the  members  of  the 
Commission  work  separately.  Considering  this,  this  Commission 
desires  to  present  the  following  resolution ; 

Resolved,  that  the  House  of  Bishops  be  respectfully  asked  to 
appoint  competent  persons  in  the  mission  field  in  those  Districts 
in  which  the  Spanish  language  is  spoken,  to  make  the  necessary 
corrections  in  the  Prayer  Book  which  we  are  now  using. 

At  the  same  time  this  Commission  has  the  personal  conviction 
that  a  new  translation  is  necessary,  and  therefore  presents,  in 
addition,  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,’ that- a  petition  be  presented  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authorities  that  really  competent  persons  may  be  appointed  in 
the  Missionary  districts  where  Spanish  is  spoken,  actually  to 
carry  to  completion  a  translation  which  may  ultimately  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops  for  its  approval  and  adoption.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Assessments  was  presented 
and  read  by  the  Rev.  F.  Diaz.  The  discussion  of  the  report 
developing  the  fact  of  the  existence  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
several  of  the  missions  to  change  the  amounts  assessed  against 
them,  the  report  was  recommitted  to  the  committee,  in  order  to 
give  all  those  interested  an  opportunity  to  present  their  wishes 
to  the  committee.  The  Convocation  took  a  recess  until  4 :00 
p.  m.  The  Convocation  reassembled,  the  Bishop  presiding. 

The  Committee  on  Assessments  again  presented  its  report, 
which  was  received  and  the  schedule  of  assessment  adopted.  The 
report  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ASSESSMENTS. 

Your  Committee  of  Assessments  respectfully  reports,  that 
given  the  sum  required  for  expenses  of  the  Convocation  and  for 
Missions,  we  see  ourselves  obliged  to  assess  each  mission  in  the 
impossibility  of  satisfying  entirely  the  desires  of  all,  and  ask 
that  a  little  good-will  be  exercised  in  order  that  we  may  complete 
our  charge.

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Mr.  E.  G.  Harris  moved  that  a  tabulated  statement  of  the 
Parochial  reports  be  printed  with  the  Journal  of  the  proceedings 
of  this  Convocation.  The  motion  was  carried. 

In  accordance  with  previous  action,  the  Convocation  then 
took  up  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  proposed  by  the 
Rev.  G.  II.  Frazer  (See  page  28)  and  the  said  resolution  w'as 
adopted : 

The  following  resolution  was  proposed  by  Mr.  T.  II.  Harris, 
and  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Whereas,  the  development  of  the  Church  in  this  land  has 
rendered  her  present  title  misleading  and  inadequate;  Resolved 
that  this  Convocation  desires  to  place  itself  on  record  as  favoring 
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such  legislation  as  will  lead  to  the  adoption  of  a  legal  title  for 
the  Church  that  will  adequately  set  forth  her  claims  to  he  a 
true  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Diaz  offered  the  following  resolution;  Resolved, 
that  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  of  the  Fifth  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  of  the  Church  in  Cuba,  return  most  sincere  thanks  to 
the  congregation  of  Holy  Trinity  Cathedral,  Havana,  for  the 
gracious  hospitality  extended  to  them.  The  resolution  was 
adopted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Steel  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolu¬ 
tions  which  were  unanimously  adopted ;  the  Bishop  having 
called  the  Rev.  Mr.  Moreno  to  the  chair,  and  having  modestly 
retired  at  the  beginning  of  their  reading : 

COMPLIMENTARY  RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas*;  in  the  course  of  events  and  the  passage  of  time,  we 
have  arrived  at  the  fifth  mile  post  of  progress  in  our  work  in 
Cuba  as  an  organized  Missionary  District :  and  whereas,  in  the 
Providence  of  Almighty  God  the  fifth  anniversary  of  the  conse¬ 
cration  to  the  Episcopate  of  our  respected  and  beloved  Bishop, 
the  Right  Reverend  Albion  W.  Knight,  D.  D.,  falls  within  this 
same  convocational  period; 

Therefore  be  it  resolved ; — 

That  we  the  clerical  and  lay  deputies  of  this  convocation  do 
hereby  extend  to  our  Bishop  our  most  hearty  congratulations 
upon  his  arrival  at  this  anniversary,  our  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  work  which  has  been  accomplished  under  his  able  and  wise 
direction,  and  our  most  earnest  hopes  that  he  may  be  spared  to 
the  work  for  many  long  years  to  come,  and  that  all  his  efforts 
may  receive  the  fullest  blessing  of  Almighty  God ; —  and, 

Resolved ;  that  we,  the  members  of  this  Fifth  Annual  Con¬ 
vocation  desire  to  assure  our  honored  Bishop  of  our  most  loyal 
and  consecrated  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  God’s  Kingdom 
in  this  part  of  the  world. 

The  Rev.  C.  W.  Frazer  presented  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows; — 

This  Convocation  has  called  upon  six  men  to  look  at  the  record 
of  the  past  year.  We  have  tried  to  see  with  our  own  eyes. 
We  are  aware  of  the  saying  that  in  the  best  civilization  enough 
data  can  any  day  be  collected  to  prove  it  a  failure.  We  have 
not  looked  for  that  kind  of  data.  The  Church  cannot  fail.  We 
can.  We  want  to  know  the  state  of  her  who,  when  unhampered 
and1  loved  is  seen  to  have  “garments  all  glorious  within”;  that 
Mother  whose  mission  is  to  say  always  in  a  winsome  manner, 
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“ Christ  is  risen'7,  and  in  the  power  of  her  risen  Spouse  make  us 
love  one  another. 

We  cannot  take  time  to  compare  cold  figures.  It  may  be  no 
accident,  that  the  two  last  reports  cover  seventeen  and  twelve 
months  respectively.  It  may  confuse  us  just  enough  to  see 
better  that  which  makes  figures,  causes  giving,  and  drives  men 
to  the  ends  of  the  earth  to  obey  that  command  that  dare  not  he 
resisted,  “Go,  preach  to  every  creature”.  We  note  a  good  state, 
a  healthy  state,  an  active  state,  a  steadily  increasing  state  of 
growth,  an  inward  growth  as  well  as  outward.  We  may  have 
looked  outside  of  our  garden  wall;  be  that  as  it  may.  We  have 
also  looked  within,  and  just  now  it  seems  we  are  not  to  lift 
our  eyes  until  the  garden  is  deeply  stirred,  well  watered  and 
enriched. 

Your  Committee  has  desired  to  see  things  whole,  which  means 
always  a  trinity.  The  Parish  School,  the  Sunday  School,  and 
the  Prophetical  Office  spells  the  Church.  May  the  children 
within  our  reach  have  the  benefit  of  them  all,  that  they  may 
become  sturdy  children  of  the  Church.  We  note  with  gladness 
the  growth  of  the  Parish  and  Sunday  School.  Still  there  is  room 
for  more  growth. 

Our  esteemed  Bishop  has  certainly  been  active  this  past  year. 
We  trust  he  may  not  he  overloaded  with  work.  We  most 
emphatically  commend  his  words  concerning  the  Prophetical 
Office  and  the  care  and  nurture  of  those  we  have  already 

t/ 

gathered  in.* 

We  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  Convocation’s  call  for  a 
full  report  upon  the  use  of  the  offices  of  the  Prayer  Book ;  that 
is  to  say,  the  record  of  how  often  the  Litany  has  been  said,  and 
every  other  service.  We  must  keep  whole  our  Prayer  Book.  Let 
us  see  to  it  that  candidates  for  Confirmation  are  imbued  with  a 
true  idea  of  what  the  Church  stands  for  before  taking  upon  them¬ 
selves  that  solemn  vow. 

Finally,  your  committee  cannot  forget  that  two  races  are 
here  working  side  by  side.  We  think  in  different  languages. 
We,  in  one  sense,  can  never  understand  one  another  fully.  We 
have  only  one  meeting  place.  We  must  see  every  man  in  Christ 
Jesus,  our  Lord;  every  one  dear  to  God,  our  Father.  Through 
the  Church  we  can  and  shall  love  one  another  more  and  more.

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved,  and  the  Fifth  Annual 
Convocation  was  declared  adjourned  sine  die.

APPENDIX  A 


THE  ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

I  welcome  you  to  our  Fifth  Annual  Convocation.  For  some 
reason  fifth  anniversaries  are  commemorated  by  men  and  or¬ 
ganizations  as  marking  distinct  stages  of  a  journey  or  periods 
of  work.  My  Consecration  to  the  Episcopate  falls  within  the 
twelvemonth  of  the  organization  of  our  Convocation,  so  that  in 
celebrating  our  Fifth  Annual  Convocation,  I  feel  that  I  am  also 
celebrating  with  you  the  fifth  anniversary  of  my  Consecration. 
Together  we  have  completed  one  stage  of  the  task  which  was 
set  for  us.  What  we  have  accomplished,  how  we  have  carried 
out  the  responsibilities  laid  upon  us,  will  be  summed  up  in  the^ 
reports  which  are  presented  for  your  consideration.  That  all 
has  not  been  done  that  might  have  been  done,  we  may  rest 
assured.  That  enough  has  been  accomplished  to  inspire  us  and 
cause  us  to  gird  up  our  loins  and  press  onward,  all  will  admit. 
Let  us,  then,  avail  ourselves  of  the  enthusiasm  which  comes  from 
a  measure  of  success,  and  use  this  Convocation  as  a  time  for 
planning  the  further  progress  of  God’s  Kingdom  in  this  Re¬ 
public.  In  welcoming  you,  therefore,  to  this  gathering  today, 
I  congratulate  you  on  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  five 
years  last  past,  and  I  lay  upon  you  the  duty  of  planning  and 
preparing  for  the  future  of  the  work. 

Heretofore  in  addressing  you  at  our  Annual  Convocation,  1 
have  at  the  beginning  of  my  address  called  your  attention  to 
the  names  of  those  conspicuous  in  the  Church  who  have  departed 
this  life.  At  our  last  Convocation  the  names  of  six  Bishops 
who  had  passed  away  were  read  out,  and  also  the  name  of  the  late 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  This  year  death  has  claimed 
only  one  of  our  Bishops,  the  Right  Rev.  William  Hobart  Hare, 
D.  D.  Bishop  Ilare  was  born  in  Princeton,  N.  J.,  May  17,  1838. 
In  1870  he  became  Secretary  and  General  Agent  of  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  In  1873  he  was  advanced  to 
the  Episcopate.  He  died  October  23,  1909.  He  was  one  of  the 
great  Missionary  Bishops  of  the  Church,  and  gave  himself 
largelv  to  the  Indians  of  North  America  in  which  work  he  was 
eminently  successful.  Many  of  those  present  will  remember  his 


visit  to  Havana  a  few  years  ago,  and  the  charming  address  which 
he  gave  to  the  congregation  of  the  Cathedral. 

Into  onr  own  held  death  has  not  entered ;  nor  has  sickness 
interfered  with  our  workers.  Let  us  thank  frod  for  His  care 
of  this  little  family:  and  let  us  take  it  as  an  indication  of  His 
purpose  to  aid  us  in  the  great  work  which  we  are  essaying  to  do. 

The  Year’s  Work. 

In  considering  the  reports  that  will  he  presented  to  the 
Convocation,  we  must  hear  in  mind  that  they  cover  only  twelve 
months’  work.  The  report  of  the  last  Convocation  covered  the 
period  of  sixteen  months,  and  within  those  sixteen  months  were 
included  two  Lenten  seasons,  the  time  of  year  most  prolific  in 
results.  I  make  this  statement  to  you  in  order  that  you  may 
not  he  clicouraged  or  deduce  false  conclusions  when  comparing 
the  figures  of  this  year  with  those  of  .last  year.  There  has, 
however,  been  progress  along  many  lines,  and  our  work  has 
become  better  systematized. 

At  last  we  have  been  able  to  put  into  the  hands  of  our  people 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  for  the  government  of  the  District. 
These  have  been  printed  in  English  and  in  Spanish,  and  should 
be  carefully  studied.  I  am  sure  that  all  will  acknowledge  that 
a  great  piece  of  work  has  been  done  which  required  much 
painstaking  on  the  part  of  some  one.  While  we  had  a  Committee 
to  look  after  this  work,  I  know  that  no  member  of  that  Committee 
would  desire  to  take  away  any  of  the  credit  due  to  our  Chan¬ 
cellor,  the  Honorable  Albert  Wright.  The  work  has  been  done 
directly  under  his  supervision,  and  we  should  be  grateful  to 
him  for  the  time  and  labor  which  he  has  so  graciously  given  to 
the  task. 

So,  too,  we  have  at  last  a  Manual  of  Christian  Doctrine  to  put 
into  our  Sunday  Schools.  The  lack  of  such  a  book  in  the 
Spanish  language  has  been  a  serious  handicap  in  our  work.  It 
is  true  that  this  work  is  very  largely  a  translation  by  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Moreno  and  Planas  of  the  Manual  of  Christian  Doctrine 
by  the  R  ev.  Walker  Gwynne;  but  the  final  task  of  putting  it  into 
shape  rested  upon  our  Registrar,  Mr.  Edward  G.  Harris,  who 
with  the  aid  of  expert  assistance  has  put  it  through  the  press. 
It  is  now  within  the  reach  of  all  Sunday  Schools  at  a  very 
moderate  cost. 

Sexagesima  Sunday,  January  30th,  1910,  I  opened  for  Divine 
Service,  the  Church  of  All  Saints,  Guantanamo.  This  has  been 
in  process  of  erection  for  some  time,  and  there  still  remains  some 
work  to  be  done.  For  this  reason  the  building  was  not  conse¬ 
crated.  It  is,  however,  being  used  exclusively  for  religious 
worship.  The  building  is  very  satisfactory  in  every  respect  and 
is  an  ornament  to  the  city,  and  a  source  of  joy  to  our  devoted 
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people.  It  is  very  largely  the  gift  of  a  generous  Philadelphia 

layman. 

«/ 

Quinquagesima  Sunday,  February  6th,  1910,  I  consecrated 
Christ  Church,  Ensenada  de  Mora.  This  is  our  first  Church 
building  to  be  finished  and  completely  furnished.  It  is  the  gift 
of  Mr.  Alfred  C.  Harrison  of  Philadelphia,  who  has  spared  no 
pains  in  having  the  building  perfect  in  all  of  its  appointments. 
To  this  he  has  added  a  very  comfortable  rectory,  and  has  es- 
tablished  a  cemetery. 

'The  Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  6th,  1910,  I  opened  the 
new  Chapel  of  St.  Faiths,  Santa  Fe,  Isle  of  Pines.  There  still 
remained  some  finishing  work  to  do,  and  for  this  reason  the 
building  was  not  consecrated.  Its  erection  was  made  possible 
by  an  appeal  for  funds  to  replace  the  buildings  destroyed  by 
the  cyclone  of  last  summer.  This  appeal  was  made  by  Arch¬ 
deacon  Steel  who  devoted  much  time  to  aceummulating  the  fund. 
Instead  of  rebuilding  the  Chapel  at  Santa  Rosalia,  it  was  de¬ 
termined  to  construct  it  at  Santa  Fe.  The  material  of  the 
destroyed  Chapel  was  removed  to  Santa  Fe,  and  with  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  funds  the  Rev.  Mr.  McCullough  has  erected  a  very  neat 
structure. 

Tuesday,  April  5,  1910,  I  dedicated  the  new  School  building 
at  Constancia.  This  building  is  the  property  of  the  Sugar 
Company,  but  has  been  erected  for  the  use  of  our  Church  School 
at  that  point.  It  is  an  ideal  school  building  for  Cuba,  and  our 
workers  are  very  glad  to  get  into  it  after  two  years  in  temporary 
quarters. 

Thursday,  April  21,  1910,  I  laid  the  cornerstone  of  the 
Church  of  La  Trinidad,  Los  Arabos.  In  this  service  I  was  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Steel,  Moreno,  Diaz,  Sharpe,  Colmore,  Tuzzio, 
Ledo  and  G.  H.  Frazer.  Addresses  were  made  by  Messrs.  Moreno, 
Sharpe' and  Diaz.  Altogether  it  was  a  very  happy  time  and  a 
glorious  day  for  our  faithful  people  in  that  Mission.  The  Church 
is  the  gift  of  the  Sunday  School  of  Trinity  Church,  New  Haven, 
Conn.  ,from  which  it  takes  its  name. 

By  exchange  and  purchase  the  Church  has  acquired  one  of  the 
most  desirable  corner  lots  in  Bartle,  and  we  hope  soon  to  begin 
the  erection  of  a  Church. 

Me  have  also  been  able  to  purchase  a  lot  in  Limonar  which  is 
ample  in  size  for  the  Church,  Rectory  and  School  building  which 
we  hope  soon  to  have  in  process  of  erection. 

In  Matanzas  we  have  sold  the  old  Asylum  building  and  the 

fund  derived  from  its  sale  is  to  be  used  in  rebuilding  the  Church 

in  that  city. 

*/ 

Since  the  first  of  June  at  which  time  our  reports  closed  last 
year,  I  have  ordered  Deacons  the  Reverend  Sergio  Ledo  and  the 
Reverend  Cristobal  B.  Castro,  both  of  whom  were  students  in  our 
own  Divinity  School.  I  also  ordered  Deacon  the  Rev.  Guy  Henry 
Frazer  who  went  out  from  our  midst  several  years  ago  to  pursue 
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his  studies  in  the  United  States.  I  have  also  received  by  letters 
dimissory  the  Rev.  J.  P.  McCullough  and  the  Rev.  Charles  AAL 
Frazer,  Priests.  The  latter,  although  absent  for  several  years, 
we  have  always  felt  belonged  to  us,  and  we  received  him  back 
gladly.  These  three  deacons  and  two  priests  have  added  about 
one-third  to  our  strength,  and  have  made  it  possible  to  do  more 
thoroughly  the  work  which  has  been  undertaken  in  the  past  by 
our  limited  force. 

In  addition  to  our  clerical  force  we  have  increased  our  teaching 
force  by  several  who  have  come  to  us  from  the  United  States, 
and  a  number  of  trained  Cubans,  so  that  the  working  force  of 
the  Mission  is  very  much  stronger  today  than  at  any  time  in  its 
history. 

Since  the  last  Convocation  we  have  added  a  number  of  Missions 
and  preaching  stations,  the  increase  being  principally  on  the 
Isle  of  Pines  and  in  the  Nipe  Bay  region.  Owing  to  the  cyclones 
of  last  summer  there  have  been  one  or  two  suspended,  but  the 
net  gain  ought  to  be  five.  AATe  have  also  increased  our  parochial 
schools  by  five.  On  the  whole  we  have  cause  for  thankfulness 
for  the  work  which  we  have  been  permitted  to  do  in  the  past 
twelve  months. 

Looking  Forward. 

In  looking  forward  there  are  a  number  of  suggestions  which 
I  wish  to  make,  and  which  I  believe  if  acted  upon  would  go  far 
toward  establishing  our  work  on  a  firmer  foundation. 

(1)  As  I  have  fulfilled  my  Canonical  duty  of  inspecting  the 
parochial  registers,  I  have  found  that  while  all  of  the  registers 
have  been  carefully  kept  so  far  as  concerns  the  entry  of  official 
acts  such  as  Baptisms,  Marriages,  Confirmations  and  Burials, 
there  has  been  great  neglect  of  keeping  a  complete  list  of  Com¬ 
municants.  This  statement  is  true  of  three-fourths  of  our 
Missions  and  should  be  remedied  without  delay.  The  true  pastor 
keeps  a  complete  list  of  his  flock  before  him,  and  refreshes  his 
memory  from  time  to  time  by  a  scrutiny  of  the  list.  It  is  easy 
for  a  member  of  the  flock  to  drop  out  of  sight  and  wander  off 
and  become  lost;  and  we  need  this  artificial  help  to  remind  us 
of  our  duty  in  keeping  in  touch  with  every  member.  Every 
pastor  should  be  able  to  tell  just  where  each  member  is,  and 
should  follow  that  member  with  pastoral  attention  until 
transferred  to  the  care  of  some  other  Minister.  Examine  your 
registers  of  Confirmations  and  ask  yourself  if  you  have*  been 
careful  in  following  up  those  whom  you  have  presented.  Are 
they  on  your  Communicant  list?  If  so,  have  they  fallen  away 
and  are  neglecting  their  religious  duties?  Are  they  now  living 
in  other  places?  If  so,  have  you  sent  notice  to  the  Minister 
into  whose  neighborhood  they  have  moved?  These  are  questions 
which  you  naturally  ask  yourself  if  you  have  your  register 
properly  kept,  and  do  your  duty  in  scrutinizing  it  from  time  to 
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time.  Let  me  say  this  to  you,  it  is  far  more  commendable  to  hold 
those  who  have  been  given  to  you  than  it  is  to  gather  in  new 
recruits.  The  test  of  the  true  pastor  is  more  in  the  care  of  his 
Hock  than  in  the  increment  of  his  dock.  The  Great  Shepherd  of 
the  Sheep  Himself  when  giving  account  of  his  labors  accentuated 
the  fact  that  of  those  who  had  been  given  unto  Him,  He  had 
lost  none  excepting  the  Son  of  Perdition. 

(2)  I  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  a 
thorough  preparation  of  those  who  become  candidates  for  Con- 
drmation,  and  a  careful  examination  of  their  reasons  for  desiring 
to  take  the  step.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  those  who 
come  to  us  have  long  had  a  different  idea  of  Church  Government 
and  Doctrine.  The  danger  is  that  many  will  come  through  the 
novelty  of  having  this  new  presentation  of  Christianity  or  from 
a  desire  to  get  away  from  certain  religious  ties  or  obligations 
which  have  proved  irksome.  To  discover  those  who  come 
conscientiously  and  in  the  right  spirit  much  care  and  preparation 
are  necessary.  I  warn  you  that  more  harm  is  done  to  the  Church 
of  God  by  the  inconsistent  member  than  by  that  person  who  is 
openly  inimical. 

(3)  The  secret  of  proper  preparation,  as  things  exist  in  our 
held  of  labour,  is  found  in  the  Sunday  School.  Since  the  last 
Convocation  I  believe  that  we  have  taken  hold  of  this  work  more 
seriously,  and  I  have  been  greatly  gratified  to  find  work  done 
which  stands  out  well  under  whatever  test  you  may  put  to  it. 
The  future  stability  of  our  Church  in  Cuba  rests  here,  and  I 
cannot  urge  upon  you  too  strongly  the  giving  of  much  time  and 
labor  to  this  task. 

(4)  I  would  also  have  you  emphasize  the  prophetical  office 
in  preaching  the  Word.  Ours  is  a  Missionary  Church  and  that 
is  its  sole  reason  for  being  in  this  Island.  The  pure  Word  of 
God  preached  must  antedate  the  exercise  of  the  Priestly  functions 
in  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism  and  the  Holy  Communion.  The 
religious  condition  of  the  people  of  Cuba  indicates  today  the 
effects  of  the  emphasis  of  one  side  of  the  Ministry  to  the  ex¬ 
clusion  of  the  other.  The  validity  of  the  Sacraments  as  min¬ 
istered  to  these  people  in  the  past  we  must  admit,  although 
confessedly  mutilated  in  the  Sacrament  of  the  altar.  That  the 
effect  of  the  Sacraments  has  not  been  fully  efficacious  in  bringing 
forth  spirituality  and  morality  has  been  due  to  the  neglect  of 
the  prophetic  office  is  apparent,  1  believe,  to  all  who  have  made 
a  study  of  religious  conditions  in  Latin- America.  The  remedy, 
then,  in  my  judgment,  is  to  be  found  in  preaching  the  Word. 
The  policy  to  be  pursued,  if  1  am  right  in  my  deductions,  is  to 
prepare  men  who  are  to  be  preachers  and  teachers  in  the  various 
localities, — and  so  I  would  not  draw  too  strictly  the  requirements 
for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate.  I  believe  that  we  ought  to 
exercise  every  latitude  allowed  under  the  Canons  after  we  have 
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applied  the  test  of  Character  and  purpose  to  the  candidates. 
The  Company  of  the  Preachers  would  be  great,  admonishing, 
teaching,  preaching ;  and  the  number  of  the  priests  fewer, 
passing  from  place  to  place  as  need  might  require  to  administer 
the  Sacraments.  This  I  believe  would  be  the  ideal  Missionary 
organization  and  its  effect  in  building  up  steadfastness  of 
purpose  among  the  people  to  whom  we  minister,  would  soon  be 
manifest. 

(5)  I  omit  discussing  the  pending  amendments  to  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church,  as  I  wish 
the  Convocation  to  approach  these  questions  unbiased  and  un-, 
prejudiced  by  any  opinions  that  I  may  hold.  Such  opinion  on 
my  part  can  best  be  expressed  in  the  House  of  Bishops.  I  take 
it  that  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  Constitution  is  to  get  as 
nearly  as  possible  the  expression  of  the  body  of  the  Church  as 
found  represented  in  the  popular  assemblies.  Holding  this  view 
I  leave  you  to  discuss  and  act  upon  these  proposed  amendments 
free  of  any  previous  expression  on  my  part. 

Educational  Work. 

The  demand  for  schools  under  the  auspices  of  our  Church 
grows,  and  in  most  instances  we  have  been  able  to  respond  with¬ 
out  making  any  call  upon  the  Board  for  appropriations.  In  the 
past  year  we  have  opened  four  new  schools  as  follows:  Boys' 
School,  Havana ;  Parish  School,  Bolondron ;  Parish  School,  Santa 
Fe,  Isle  of  Pines;  and  Parish  School,  Chaparra.  This  brings  the 
number  of  schools  at  present  under  the  care  of  the  Church  up 
to  fifteen  including  the  Divinity  School.  As  several  more  are  to 
be  added  to  the  number  in  the  fall,  and  there  is  every  indication 
of  a  continual  increase,  I  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  having- 
expert  assistance  in  this  department  of  the  work.  I  have  ap¬ 
pointed  Air.  R.  E.  Porter,  principal  of  the  Boys’  School  in 
Havana  to  this  position.  We  are  developing  a  uniform  system 
of  textbooks  and  instruction  in  all  the  schools.  That  the  work 
has  been  moderately  successful  is  indicated  by  the  number  of 
applications  now  in  hand  for  our  Church  Schools.  These  appli¬ 
cations  guarantee  all  expenses. 

Summary  of  Official  Acts. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  I  have  read  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer  32  times,  celebrated  Holy  Communion  23  times, 
delivered  85  sermons  and  addresses,  baptized  3  infants,  officiated 
at  one  burial,  ordained  4  deacons,  held  48  confirmations,  con¬ 
secrated  1  Church,  opened  2  Church  and  1  school  buildings. 

I  have  confirmed  454  persons,  167  in  Cuba,  222  in  the  Canal 
Zone,  and  65  for  the  Bishop  of  New  York.  I  have  traveled  about 
25,000  miles  and  written  over  2,000  letters. 
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Finally. 

Thanking*  you  for  the  hearty  cooperation  with  which  you 
have  always  seconded  any  movement  on  my  part  for  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  our  mutual  work,  and  with  a  deep  sense  of  appre¬ 
ciation  for  the  kindness  which  you  have  always  manifested 
towards  my  shortcomings  and  failures,  I  again  invoke  the  Divine 
Guidance  and  Blessings  on  your  labors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIOGRAPHER. 

Havana,  Cuba,  June  1st,  1910. 

To  the  Fifth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Missionary  District 
of  Cuba. 

As  Historiographer  of  the  District,  I  herewith  respectfully 
present  my  annual  report : —

During  the  past  year  I  have  received  no  documents  of  im¬ 
portance  relating  to  the  history  of  the  work  in  Cuba.  My  efforts 
have  been  confined  to  the  usual  correspondence  with  the  Church 
papers  and  the  Spirit  of  Missions,  which  as  I  have  said  before, 
represents  to  a  certain  extent,  the  current  history  of  the  Mis¬ 
sions  that  contribute  news  items,  and  to  the  attempt  to  secure 
from  each  Mission  in  the  District,  its  complete  history  to  date, 
in  accordance  with  the  resolution  on  this  subject  passed  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Convocation. 

For  the  periodicals  I  have  written  about  twenty-five  articles, 
for  the  most  part  in  duplicate,  the  printed  copies  of  all  which 
have  been  preserved  as  usual  in  the  book  provided  for  this 
purpose  by  the  Convocation.  • 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  many  of  the  workers  in  the  field 
do  not  seem  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  these  notices  of  the 
work  in  Cuba.  They  are  not  in  any  w^ay  to  be  considered  as  an 
advertisement  of  the  individual  worker,  but  as  items  of  in¬ 
formation  for  our  friends  in  the  United  States.  They  also  serve 
to  arouse  a  new’  interest  in  the  Cuba  Mission,  v'here  it  has  not 
existed  previously,  and  to  conserve  such  an  interest  v’here  it 
does  exist.  It  is  astonishing  how’  attractive  wrell  written  and 
illustrated  articles  are;  they  make  the  work  a  reality  to  all 
who  read  them.  More  than  once  I  have  had  inquiries  about  one 
Mission  or  another,  with  the  question,  “Why  is  it  that  we  never 
see  anything  about  this  Mission  in  the  Church  periodicals?” 
Too  often  the  inference  is  that  nothing  is  doing  there,  when  in 
reality  it -may  be  one  of  the  most  active  w'orks  in  the  District, 
but  the  missionary  is  too  modest  to  send  on  the  “Notes”.  To 
be  sure,  much  of  ouv  work,  after  it  has  passed  the  first  stage, 
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is  that  of  daily  routing,  and  there  is  really  nothing  to  report ; 
hut  sometimes  something  does  happen.  It  may  he  an  unusual 
Confirmation  class;  or  an  interesting  conversion  to  our  Branch 
of  the  Church;  or  the  laying  of  a  Corner  stone;  or  the  first  visit 
of  the  Bishop ;  or  the  opening  of  a  new  building ;  or  unusual 
Services ;  or  the  gift  of  an  altar,  or  other  piece  of  furniture 
for  the  church.  These  are  all  of  interest,  and  should  he  reported, 
with  photographs,  if  possible.  May  I  venture,  therefore  to 
suggest  again  to  the  Reverend  Clergy  that  they  send  to  the 
correspondent  frequent  notes  of  their  work?  It  is  possible  that 
they  may  not  all  appear  in  the  periodicals,  for  various  reasons, 
but  they  will  all  be  more  than  welcome,  and  will  receive  careful 
attention. 

With  reference  to  the  histories  of  the  various  Missions,  I  have 
received  reports  from  the  majority  of  them.  The  following  are

All  of  these  with  the  exception  of  three  or  four  that  arrived 
too  late,  have  been  cafe  fully  copied  and  filed  with  the  other 
historial  records  of  the  work,  those  in  Spanish  having  also  been 
translated  into  English. 

I  am  sure  that  you  will  recognize  the  fact  that  with  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  years,  these  histories  will  become  invaluable.  In  this 
connection  it  will  interest  you  to  know  that  in  the  great  Diocese 
of  Pennsylvania  during  the  present  year  the  Historical  Society 
has  taken  this  very  matter  in  hand  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
and  preserving  the  histories  from  the  beginning,  of  the  various 
parishes  and  missions  in  that  diocese.  Tt  has  been  found  that 
if  no  organized  effort  is  made  in  this  connection,  a  great  deal  of 
most  valuable  history  will  be  lost  to  the  Church. 

It  is  with  the  same  intent  that  I  urge  upon  the  brethren  that 
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those  who  have  not  yet  sent  in  the  history  of  their  several  works 
will  do  so  at  an  early  date,  and  I  thank  those  who  have  taken 
the  time  and  trouble  to  do  so. 

We  must  also  remember  to  send  in,  at  the  end  of  each  year, 
similar  reports,  of  the  year’s  progress,  in  accord  with  the  latter 
part  of  the  resolution,  so  that  these  may  be  added  to  the  others, 
and  so  the  whole  may  be  preserved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  OF  HAVANA. 

Havana,  Cuba,  June  1st.,  1910. 

To  the  Right  Reverend  Albion  W.  Knight,  D.  D., 

Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Cuba  : — 

As  Archdeacon  of  Havana,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report : — 

Since  June  1st,  1909,  I  have  officiated  as  follows: 

At  Columbia,  one  Service,  with  one  sermon. 

At  Santa  Fe,  one  Service,  with  one  sermon. 

At  St.  Paul’s  Mission,  Ocean  Beach,  three  Celebrations,  and 
seven  others  Services,  with  eleven  sermons. 

At  St.  John’s  Mission,  Guaniguanico,  three  Celebrations,  two 
Baptisms,  one  Marriage,  and  seven  other  Services  with  ten 
sermons. 

At  Bacuranao,  nineteen  sessions  of  the  Sunday-school. 

At  Marianao,  twelve  sessions  of  the  Sunday-school. 

At  the  Cathedral  in  the  absence  of  the  Dean,  and  at  his 
request,  I  held  five  Celebrations  in  English,  and  three  in  Spanish, 
four  other  Services  in  English,  and  three  in  Spanish,  with  four 
sermons  in  English,  and  two  in  Spanish.  I  also  assisted  at  one 
Service. 

At  Calvario  Chapel,  Jesus  del  Monte,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Priest  in  Charge,  and  at  liis  request,  I  held  ten  Celebrations, 
eight  other  Services,  with  four  sermons,  all  in  Spanish,  and 
assisted  at  one  Service. 

In  connection  with  the  Seminary  I  delivered  seventy  seven 
lectures,  and  twenty-five  in  private,  making  a  total  of  one 
hundred  and  two. 

At  the  Cathedral  school,  I  said  the  opening  prayers  seven 
times. 


During  the  time  of  my  vacation,  August  31st, — October  15th, 
I  officiated  in  Calvary  Church,  Conshohocking,  and  the  Church 
of  Our  Saviour  Jenkintown,  both  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  at  the  request  of  the  clergy,  holding  three  Celebrations, 
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and  five  other  Services,  with  six  sermons  in  the  former,  and 
two  sermons,  together  with  one  address  on  our  work  in  Cuba,  in 
the  latter. 

At  the  end  of  my  vacation,  and  at  your  request  I  remained 
in  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  making  appeals  for 
money  with  which  to  rebuild  the  chapels  on  the  Isle  of  Pines 
which  had  been  destroyed  by  the  hurricanes.  During  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  my  stay,  therefore,  I  made  addresses  as  follows: —

On  Oct.  24th,  I  officiated  at  night,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Rector,  and  at  his  request,  at  Trinity,  Coatesville,  Pa. 

On  Nov.  27th,  1  officiated  at  the  marriage  of' Walter  Biddle 
Mcllvaine,  and  Alida  Browne  Baird,  at  Villa  Nova,  Pa. 


With  reference  to  the  work  in  general : — With  the  advent  of  the 
Rev.  J.  P.  McCullough  on  July  1st,  1909,  my  connection  with 
the  Isle  of  Pines  ceased.  For  this  reason  I  made  only  one 
visit  there  on  June  6th,  1909,  after  which  the  rainy  season 
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having  begun,  it  was  not  deemed  desirable  to  continue  the 
Services. 

The  Services  at  St.  Paul's  and  St.  John’s,  Guaniguanico, 
Ocean  Beach,  have  been  well  attended.  The  people  suffered 
greatly  from  the  hurricane,  and  many  of  them  have  left  the 
colony.  The  storm  ruined  the  chapel  at  the  latter  place,  and 
later,  a  fire  destroyed  the  ruins,  so  that  nothing  is  left  of  what 
was  once  a  very  pretty  building.  As  the  property  did  not 
belong  to  the  Church,  we  have  suffered  no  financial  loss,  and  yet 
there  is  very  real  loss  in  that  now  there  is  the  necessity  of 
holding  the  Services  in  a  private  house,  which  always  has  its 
disadvantages. 

I  have  found  the  Cubans  very  irregular  in  their  attendance 
upon  the  Services,  so  much  so  that  finally  the  services  were  dis¬ 
continued. 

Nevertheless,  T  have  been  constantly  on  the  alert,  and 
when  any  of  them  have  been  present  at  the  English  Services, 
I  have  said  part  of  the  Service  in  Spanish,  and  made  an  address 
in  Spanish  to  them. 

At  Ocean  Beach,  the  Services  have  been  held  as  usual  in  the 
parlor  of  the  hotel.  For  a  time,  after  the  hurricane,  the  lay- 
services  were  discontinued,  but  now  they  are  being  held 
regularly. 

As  almost  all  of  the  children  of  Sunday-school  age  have  left 
Ocean  Beach,  the  school  has  been  discontinued. 

After  the  storm,  and  the  destruction  of  the  chapel,  the  lay- 
services  at  Guaniguanico  were  discontinued. 


On  Dec.  12th  of  last  year,  at  your  request,  T  took  charge  of 
the  Sunday-school  at  Bacuranao.  This  school  can  hardly  be 
said  to  be  flourishing,  but  it  holds  its  own  very  well  under  the 
circumstances.  There  is  need  of  a  regular  organist,  and  regular 
teachers.  Provision  should  be  made  also  for  the  lighting  of 
the  chapel  so  that  Services  might  be  held  at  night,  which  1  am 
sure  would  be  well  attended. 


On  Feb.  6th  of  this  year  at  your  request,  I  "began  the  ex¬ 
periment  of  a  Sunday-school  in  a  private  house  in  Marianao. 
In  that  suburb  there  are  but  few  English  speaking  children; 
consequently  the  attendance  has  been  very  small,  but  all  who 
could  possible  do  so  have  been  present,  and  with  remarkable 
regularity.  With  the  electrification  of  the  Marianao  rail-road, 
and  the  advent  of  others  as  a  possible  result,  this  school  may  in 
time  become  a  mission,  and  a  parish.

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  OF  CENTRAL  CUBA. 


To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Albion  'Williamson  Kniglit,  D.  D., 


Dear  Rt.  Rev.  Sir: 


Bishop  of  Cuba. 


During  the  past  eonvoeational  year,  I  have  been  occupied 
chiefly  with  the  missions  at  Sagua  la  Grande  and  Constaneia, 
and  with  the  maintenance  of  the  English  services  at  Cienfue- 
gos,  of  which  the  statistical  statement  will  be  found  in  the 
Annual  Reports  of  those  missions. 

The  English  work  at  Constaneia  and  Cienfuegos  is  confined 
to  the  winter  season,  because  the  English-speaking  people  of 
these  places  generally  spend  the  summer  in  the  States,  in 
Canada,  or  in  England.  Services  have  been  held  in  English  at 
Cienfuegos  on  the  morning  of  the  third  Sunday  of  each  month, 
and  at  Constaneia  at  night  on  the  same  day.  But  the  congre¬ 
gations  are  uncertain,  transient,  and  always  small.  It  need 
hardly  be  said  that  there  is  no  prospect  of  growth  in  the 
English  missions  in  these  places.  We  are  simply  trying  to 
provide  some  religious  privileges  for  the  Americans  and 
English  who  may  happen  to  be  there  at  the  time  and  who  may 
care  to  come.  Our  important  and  growing  work  must  be  among 
the  Cubans. 

In  this  work  in  Cienfuegos,  under  the  Rev.  Esteban  Morell, 
after  several  years  of  much  faithful  effort  with  seemingly  small 
results,  we  are  now  seeing  what  appears  to  be  real  and  substan¬ 
tial  advance.  The  chapel  has  been  moved  to  quarters  much 
better  suited  to  our  needs,  and  I  believe  we  can  sav  without 
hesitation,  that  this  mission  has  passed  the  experimental  stage 
and  is  an  assured  success. 

Of  Constaneia  I  cannot  speak  with  the  same  confidence.  This 
is  owing  to  the  circumstances  which  are  those  usual  to  Ingenios. 
The  modern  and  commodious  school  building  erected  bv  the 
Sugar  Company  during  the  past  year  has  been  occupied  by  our 
school  since  the  first  of  April  when  you  held  within  it  a  service 
of  benediction.  The  school  under  the  faithful  tutelage  of  Miss 
Kelton  has  had  forty-four  pupils  enrolled,  and  has  accomplished 
much  good  work,  the  chief  of  which,  without  disparagement  of'

anything  else,  is  seem  in  the  quiet  orderly  demeanor,  and  the 
courteous  manners  of  the  children.  During  the  year  a  Sunday 
School  was  started  for  the  Cuban  children  (there  are  no  other,) 
under  Miss  Ivelton’s  direction.  It  has  had  an  enrolment  of 
twenty-five  and  although  the  average  attendance  was  less  and 
has  decreased  latterly  on  account  of  sickness  among  the  children, 
and  by  reason  of  the  rains,  it  has  been  a  fairly  good  beginning 
of  the  most  important  branch  of  our  work.  During  the  past 
year  Mr.  Morell  held  eight  services  in  the  Spanish  language  at 
Constancia  on  Wednesday  nights,  but  after  the  grinding  began 
it  was  found  impossible  to  gather  a  congregation  on  the  day 
and  at  the  hour  when  Mr.  Morell  could  be  there,  and  the 
services  were  reluctantly  abandoned. 

This  brings  squarely  before  us  what  seems  to  me  an  un¬ 
doubted  fact,  that  we  can  only  expect  to  do  effective  work  in 

such  a  field  as  that  at  Constancia  if  we  have  a  missionary 
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residing  at  or  near  the  Central. 

This  was  brought  home  to  me  by  the  following  incident.  On 
making  one  of  my  monthly  visits  I  was  told  that  a  few  days 
before  a  little  Cuban  girl  had  died  and  been  buried  without 
any  religious  ceremony;  and  that  her  sister,  a  pupil  of  our 
school,  was  critically  ill.  The  next  morning  the  latter  also  died. 
In  company  with  Miss  Kelton  I  went  to  visit  the  sorely  afflicted 
family  and  offered  my  services  for  the  burial.  This  offer  was 
gratefully  accepted,  and  our  Burial  Office  was  said  in  Spanish 
in  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  Cuban  men  and  women. 
But  already  we  had  lost  several  opportunities  of  ministering  to 
these  people  in  like  circumstances  simply  because  the  Church 
had  no  minister  within  reach  at  the  time.  And  I  feel  that 
until  we  have  a  missionary  on  the  ground,  ready  when  he  is 
needed,  and  capable  of  adapting  the  times  and  character  of  his 
ministrations  to  the  needs  of  the  people  and  the  conditions  of 
the  place,  we  cannot  expect  to  accomplish  much  in  this  field. 
We  also  need  a  second  teacher  in  the  school;  and  this  teacher 
should  be  a  woman  whose  mother  tongue  is  Spanish,  for  her 
work  should  be  altogether  in  that  language.  With  a  resident 
missionary  suited  to  the  field  and  an  additional  teacher  with 
a  perfect  command  of  the  Spanish,  the  Church  can  easily  come 
into  complete  possession  of  the  place.  Without  these,  what  we 
do  will  have  small  result,  and  the  opportunity,  now  ours  to  take, 
may  be  entirely  lost. 

What  I  have  said  of  the  English  work  at  Cienfuegos  and 
Constancia  may,  with  slight  qualification,  be  said  of  the  same 
kind  of  work  at  Sagua  la  Grande.  ^  Being  the  seat  of  the  General 
Offices  and  the  shops  of  the  Cuban  Central  Railway,  there  are 
residing  here,  in  all,  some  fifty  Anglo-Saxons,  English  and 
Scotch,  with  two  or  three  Americans.  Of  these  seven  are 
children.  The  adults  remaining  are  divided,  in  religious  affil- 


iation,  among-  many  seets,  Romanists,  Methodists,  Presbyterians 
and  Quakers, — and  the  Church. 

Most  of  the  men  have  spent  years  in  Roman  Catholic  countries 
and  have  lost  the  habit  of  church  going,  and,  largely,  all  interest 
in  religion.  Sunday  work  is  the  custom  among  them.  The  result 
is  that  the  attendance  at  services  is  small,  although  most  of  the 
men  contribute  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  mission.  As 
none  of  these  people  regard  themselves  as  permanent  residents 
of  the  town  or  the  eountrv,  and  every  vear  witnesses  considerable 
changes  among  them,  there  is  no  hope  of  growth  in  this  part  of 
our  work. 

As  far  as  the  Cuban  work  is  concerned  Sagua  appears  to  be 
a  rather  hard  field.  The  population  of  the  city  is  said  to  be 
twelve  thousand.  It  seems  less.  Beside  the  large  and  beautiful 
parochial  church  in  the  very  center  of  the  town,  the  Roman 
Church  has  here  a  monastery  with  a  school  for  boys  and  a  large 
church  conducted  by  the  Jesuits,  and  a  fine  new  convent  and 
school  for  girls  under  the  conduct  of  a  sisterhood.  And  all 
these  forces  appear  to  be  strenuous  in  their  opposition  to  all 
“protestants”,  among  whom  they,  of  course,  class  us.  We  have 
maintained  services  in  Spanish  for  the  past  eighteen  months. 
Up  to  the  first  of  July  1909  these  services  were  conducted  by 
me,  but  at  that  time  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Castro  came  to  assist  me 
and  took  the  conduct  of  the  Spanish  services.  Mr.  Castro 
resigned  this  work  on  the  first  of  March,  since  which  time  I 
have  carried  it  on,  in  connection  with  my  other  duties,  to  the 
best  of  mv  ability.  The  total  visible  result  of  all  our  efforts  so 
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far  has  been  the  confirmation  of  five  persons  and  the  affiliation 
with  us  of  two  more,  who  having  been  confirmed  in  the  Roman 
Church,  have  not  as  vet  felt  the  desire  to  receive  this  rite 
according  to  our  office,  but.  who  are  faithful  and  efficient 
workers.  But  for  such  a  mission  in  such  a  place  I  feel  that  we 
need  an  exceptionally  strong  native  missionary. 

Tt  is  matter  of  sincere  regret  that  the  missions  in  these  three 
places  comprise  our  whole  work  in  the  Province  of  Santa  Clara. 
Lack  of  money  for  rent  and  equipment  has  prevented  even  the 
attempt  to  open  a  new  mission,  but  it  is  obviously  impossible 
for  the  two  missionaries  in  the  Province  to  do  much  more  than 
they  are  doing.  Yet  not  counting  the  places  we  now  occupy 
there  are  in  the  Province  at  least  eleven  other  towns  of  over 
3,000  inhabitants  and  seven  more  having  between  1,500  and 
2,000.  In  most  of  these  missions  have  already  been  established 
by  other  bodies  of  Christians  with  whose  work  I  have  no  dis¬ 
position  to  interfere,  but  some  of  them  are  quite  large  enough 
to  afford  an  ample  field  for  two  or  more  missions,  and  a  few  are 
still  untouched  by  any  non-Roman  teaching. 

I  have  not  visited  the  Province  of  Camaguey  during  the 
past  year.  Tt  has  not  seemed  to  require  it,  our  work  there  being 
in  the  efficient  hands  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Snavely,  and  there  being 
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no  possibility  of  working  more  ground  there  with  our  present 
force.  But  whatever  might  have  been  the  demand  I  would  have 
been  able  to  give  it  but  scant  attention  under  present  cir¬ 
cumstances.  Much  which  has  taken  time,  thought  and  strength 
during  the  past  year  cannot  be  expressed  in  figures.  A  general 
summary  of  the  year’s  work  is  as  follows;  From  Oct.  15th  to 
Feb.  15th,  from  two  to  three  hours  daily,  four  or  five  days  in 
each  week  were  spent  in  assisting  Mr.  Castro  in  his  studies. 
I  have  held  during  the  year  102  services  and  have  assisted  in 
eleven  more.  I  have  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  public 
26  times  and  in  private  twice.  I  have  solemnized  one  marriage, 
officiated  at  one  funeral  and  have  made  sixty  six  sermons  and 
addresses,  of  which,  twenty  two  were  in  the  Spanish  language.

APPENDIX  E 


REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  OF  ORIENTE. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Albion  W.  Knight,  D.  D., 

Bishop  of  Cuba. 

As  Archdeacbn  of  Oriente,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report : 

On  March  4th,  1910,  I  received  my  appointment  as  Archdeacon 
of  the  Province  of  Oriente,  bearing  the  date  of  Feb.  25th,  1910. 
From  that  date  to  June  1st.  I  have  officiated  as  given  in  the 
appended  statement. 

The  most  interesting  new  work  that  comes  under  my  direct 
charge  is  that  at  the  Sugar  Estate  Chaparra.  I  first  visited 
there  purely  socially  as  a  guest  of  the  President  of  the  Cuban 
American  Sugar  Company,  Mr.  R.  B.  Hawley  in  August.  Mrs. 
Ackley  was  also  his  guest  and  Church  matters  were  talked  over 
especially  in  connection  with  proposed  work  there.  In  Sep¬ 
tember  I  received  your  letter  of  the  1.4th  requesting  me  to  go 
over  to  Chaparra  to  be  of  whatever  assistance  I  could  in  getting 
the  work  properly  inaugurated  and  installed.  I  found  our 
teacher  Miss  Reid  there,  went  over  the  ground  with  General 
Menocal  and  held  an  opening  service.  I  made  the  first  regular 
trip  to  Chaparra  in  January,  and  on  Sunday  January  9th  we 
had  our  first  Spanish  service  and  Sunday  School.  About  30 
children  were  present,  and  there  was  a  Baptism  of  an  American 
child. 

Since  that  time  I  have  been  there  regularly  on  the  2nd  Sunday 
in  the  month.  We  have  no  church  building  as  yet  but  use  the 
club  house.  A  very  simple  altar  has  been  devised,  and  every 
Sunday  I  am  there  new  faces  are  seen.  This  does  not  mean  anv 
great  increase  in  attendance  for  now  that  we  are  there  the 
Roman  Catholics  have  become  very  active.  The  company  has 
built  us  a  school  house  and  the  Roman  Catholics  a  church,  since 
last  fall.  They  promise  us  a  church  later.  So  far  there  has 
not  been  a  service  in  their  church  but  they  have  gathered  over 
60  children  together  and  forbidden  them  and  threatened  them 
if  they  come  to  our  Sunday  School.  It  has  been  quite  effectual 
at  times  but  we  keep  getting  new  ones,  and  the  promises  of  the 
Arch-Bishop  to  confirm  them  do  not  seem  to  materialize. 


The  school  is  going  ahead  successfully.  It  is  a  Company 
school,  but  under  our  direction.  Mr.  Hawley  and  the  Company 
are  back  of  our  work,  and  it  is  a  most  promising  beginning. 
Next  year  they  are  to  build  a  larger  plant  at  San  Manuel  which 
wil  be  open  to  us  as  well. 

The  work  at  Guantanamo  is  not  a  new  one  but  the  opening 
of  the  new  church  marked  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  this  mis¬ 
sion.  It  is  a  beautiful  concrete  structure  of  Spanish  Mission 
style  and  has  more  of  the  spirit  of  worship  than  many  a  great 
cathedral.  The  church  was  officially  opened  hv  the  Bishop 
Jan.  30th,  1910.  The  little  Cuban  Girl’s  Choir  sang  for  the 
first  time,  and  in  their  scarlet  cassocks  and  white  cottas  were  a 
charming  picture. 

Last  Sunday  they  had  a  Flower  Festival  for  the  children. 
The  same  choir  marched  in  with  garlands  of  flowers  and  the 
priest  festooned  the  garlands  about  the  altar  which  was  loaded 
with  roses  and  flamboyant  blossoms.  I  ater  in  the  day  the  Ja¬ 
maican  children  had  a  Children’s  Day  programme. 

At  the  Naval  Station,  the  work  has  gone  on  as  usual,  although 
the  greatly  reduced  number  of  men  has  been  severely  felt  in 
the  attendance.  Chaplain  Evans  of  the  Battle  Ship  Minnesota, 
arranged  for  Mrs.  Ackley  to  give  a  concert  on  the  ship,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  church  fence,  and  $106  was  cleared. 

I  was  privileged  to  give  for  the  Chaplains,  several  lectures 
on  their  ships,  and  the  Fleet  was  of  great  help  to  us  in  our 
Kermess  for  the  Brooks  School.  Admiral  Schroeder  gave  one  of 
the  only  two  “liberties”  allowed  their  men  in  Guantanamo 
Bay,  to  attend  our  Kermess.  The  gate  receipts  from  these*  men, 
for  there  were  600  of  them,  amounted  to  considerable. 

Although  no  services  were  held  on  my  visit  to  Nipe  Bay,  it 
revealed  a  great  opportunity.  There,  at  Banes,  in  one  after¬ 
noon  and  evening,  I  met  fifteen  communicants  and  twenty-five 
English  speaking  people,  and  was  given  200  as  a  fair  estimate 
of  the  English  speaking  Jamaican  colored  people.  There  is 
one  English  service  a  month  in  the  Quaker  chapel,  but  as  the 
Quakers  have  no  baptism,  no  communion  and  no  marriage  services, 
the  English  speaking  people  cannot  he  fully  ministered  to.  Then 
there  is  a  large  Cuban  population.  The  Roman  church  was 
burned  down  some  time  ago  and  for  over  a  year  the  “Padre” 
has  held  small  services  in  his  own  house. 

Felton  represents  like  possibilities,  with  a  big  English  speaking- 
population  to  start  with,  and  there  is  no  church  there  at  all. 
Preston  and  Antilla  both  are  ready  for  the  Church  to  step  in, 
and  the  people  want  it. 

Take  the  places  around  Nipe  Bay  together,  and  in  the  three 
days  I  was  there,  I  met  personally  thirty-one  white  communicants 
and  estimate  the  number  there  at  eighty.  I  personally  met 
sixty-two  white  English  speaking  people,  and  estimate  the  total 
number  at  160.  There  are  probably  at  least  445  English 


speaking  colored  people  and  net  less  than  ninety  communicants 
of  our  own  Church  among  these  colored  people.  1  most  respect¬ 
fully  recommend  that  some  provision  be  made  for  these  men 
and  women.
